IS IT UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 

According to the latest despatches the 
authorities at Ottawa may refuse to allow a 
vote of the people of the Northwest being 
taken on the liquor question, on the grounds, 
that it would be unconstitutional, and that 
the newly elected assembly will be expected 
to recommend any change required by the 
people, whose representutives they are. it 
would, it is claimed establish a dangerous 
precedent to allow legislation to be forced in 
an unconstitutional manner by ascertaining 
the sentiment of the people by any form of 
plebiscite. This is the first time in the his 
tory of temperance legislation that it is con- 
sidered to be unconstitutional to allo the peo- 
Pl; to say whether they des r+ a prohibitory 
law or not. The Dunkin act, and ite sue. 
cessor the Soott act, recognize the principle 
of allowing the people, by public vote, to say 
whether they wanted a sumptuary law of this 
kind. The only difference between 
the east and west is that the former sturted 
with a license system and the latter with a 
prohibitory one. In 65 counties the license 
system has been change fora form of prohi- 
bition, but only when the people said so at 
the polls, and when, as in some counties they 
said by their ballots we prefer the system as 
itis, there was no change ma ie. Now the 
same right is claimed for the Territories. 
Before any change is made in the present 
law let the people say whether they desire 
one or not, and say it in the same way asthe 
eastern counties did—at the polls. But it 
seems that official circles in Ottawa, consider 
unconstitutional in the west what is con- 
stitutional in the east, and refuse to us 
what has been conceded to others in every 
other part of the Dominion, when temperance 
legislation was required. Instead of estab- 
lishing u precedent by taking a vote it will 
be following one that has been established so 
long that it has come to be looked on as the 
only way to settle this question. When the 
constitutionality of the Scott act was tested 
in the courts it was never claimed, or even 
hinted, that the unconstitutional part was 
the people votiag on it, but whether Ibgisla- 
tion of this uature was ultra vires of the Do- 
mionion parliament or not. Not being u 
legal expert we may not be able to split this 
hair, but it does seem at least reasonable, if 
not constitutional, to conclude that if the 
federal authorities have power to authorize 
& vote of the people before introducing a 
prohibitory law, in eastern Canada, where 
they alway had a license sysicm, they have 
the same power to do so before inaugurating 
a lioense law in Western Canada, where they 
have always hada prohibito q system, when 
in the latter case the wish of the people fora 
vote ismore strongly expressed than has 
ever been required before placing a county 
under the Scott act. The contention that 
the newly elected assembly representing the 
people should speak and say what they want, 
would be a just one if the liquor question 
had been an issue in the late elections, 
which it was not. Very few if any of the 
candidates were asked to pledge themselves 
for either prohibition or license, but nearly 
all were committed to advocate no change, 
until a vote was taken, and it was in fulfill- 
ment of this pledge that tho big vote of 
November 19th was given in the legislature, 
The question most promincntly before the 
people in June was that of responsible goy- 
ernment, and on this the members 
do represent theviews of the people, 
but not on the question of license 
oF prohibition, nor will they until! 


an election is held with it as the main lesue. 


As things are now there is no Way to ascer- 
tain the will of the people except by a 
plebiscite, and the action of the assembly in 
asking for it will meet with the hearty ap- 
proval and support of nearly all the weople in 
the Northwest. If however the Dominion

Oliver objected 
and said these adjournments were for the 
(Purpose ofatiowing members living near 
acgina to visit their homes and attend to 
business. brelonging the session in this 
way Was a gross injustice to members living 
atadistance.” The motion was defeated. 


The d bate on the liquor question was the 
ablest one of the session, all the members 
getting in their say on it. It developed the 

ebating power hitherto latent in the aussen. 
bly as nothing else had done. Betts of 
Prince Albert in his speech said that he had 
never heard the arguments so ably put as by 
the two previous speakers, Haultain and 
Oliver. 

The game law provoked a long discussion 
that resulted in geese being protected, and 
overs left without the protection of the 
aw. Turiff wanted the law to stand without 
amendment, as it had been so tinkered at 
every year that the peovle had not time to 
know its provisions when some change was 
made, Some of the members thought geese 
were too plentiful ud there should not be 
any close scasin tor them. Na.idsun of Qu’- 
Appelle said they were such an injury to the 
farmers in his district that in some ¢.ses 60 
per cent ot the crops were destroyed by 
them. This arrou the humorous instinct 
in tha member for Edmonton who casually 
retuarked that the Assiniboia farmers com- 
plained of losing 60 per cent of their grain by 
eese, 80 percent by gopers and a per centage 
Y frost and stiil gathered in 40 bushels per 
acre. A line 100 miles north of the Saskat- 
chewan river Was made the limit for apply- 
ing the law. 

The chapter of the statutes on Sabbath 
observance was amended by enlarging the 
list of offences, making persons shooting off 
firearms, playiny pool, or billiards, racing on 
horseback, and pa ing any games in public 
places, guilty of an intraction of the law. 


A special committee, composed of Line- 
ham, Oliver, Clinkskill, Thorburn, Jelly, 
Turiff and Davidson was appointed to frame 
and introduce a la v governing elections in 
the Territories. 

The question of responsible government 
has net yct come regularly before the house, 
but the temper of the members on this 
question was shown the other day in discus- 
sing a clause in the ordinance giving the 
lieutentant pov. rnor power to examine and 
accept bonds for public otticers. The assem- 
bly desired this power for themselves. Neff 
said that the assembly had only too little 
power now without having any taken frum it, 

hey did not want any one man power, 
Justice Rouleau by advocating the power for 
the governor brought out strong objections 
frou Thorburn, Netf, Hauitain and Oliver, 
who advocated vesting all power of this na- 
ture in the hands of the assembly through 
the advisory board. The Calgary Herald 
rays: The latter made u powertul speech. 
“He contended among other things that 
there should be no act of the executive that 
the assembly should not have control over, 
and the right to freely discuss. He said his 
honor desired to be relieved from an irre- 
8posible executive and the assembly also de- 
voutely wished the same thing.” The clause 
Was laid over tor ſuture discussion as new 
and important information it expected to be 
Placed before the house at an*early date 
Wher che Whole qnestion will be thoroughly 
Ventilated and the attitude of the assembly 
defined. 

The legal experts expressed the opinion 
that the power of dealing with the election 
of its own members is inherent in the as- 
sembly. A decision which met with univer- 
sal approbation, 

A great amount of time will be taken up 
in considering the revised ordinances, The 
different committees have received their 
quota and will report to the house, when the 
reports will be considered in the assembly. 


The municipal committee have amended 
the law proposing to limit the borrowing 
Powers of towns and municipalities, so that 
they shall not be allowed to borrow an 
atiount exeeeding a certain per cent of the 
atsessed value of the corporation or nunici- 
bality. This, if passed, will prevent any such 
ftate of affairs as existed in Emerson and 
Portae la Prairie. 
wy The revired ordinances will consist of 62 
chapters, comprising all the public ordin- 
ances now in force.
